Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—[Special.]—In 
the opinion ot students of international! pol- 
itics the diplomatic situation growing out of 
affairs in Venezuela is extremely acute. 
There are signs of the creation of two world 
wide coalitions, the results of which may 
some day b¢ to render useless all existing 
geographies. 

The three allied nations, Germany, Great 
Britain, and Italy, in determining upon a 
| concert of action in Venezuela, have suc- 
ceeded in uniting their interests to.such an 
extent that other nations are being forced 
in self-def uy form counter combina- 
tions. 

The latest hitch in the Venezuelan negotia- 
tions grew out of the fact that Great Britain, 
| Germany, and Italy insisted upon securing 
preferential treaties. Merely because they 
took warlike steps and were willing to bully 
a little nation, they now demand that they 
should be put in the position of preferred 
creditors, so ‘that all the other nations of the 
world having claims against Venezuela 
would be. required to wait until the allies 
were paid to the last farthing. 

This course not Only puts a tremendous 
premium upon the use of force by a great 
nation t @ small one, but it absolutely 
forces the other nations of the earth to get 
together for the — Of their ‘OWn in- | 
terests. 

_ The concert of’ action in Venezuela in the 
opinion of disinterested persons will force an 
alliance between France and the United 
States insidé of the next ten days, unléss 
Great Britain and Germany part company at 
once. 

For a considerable length of time France 
pressed its claims against Venezuela, and 
went to the extent of breaking off all diplo- 
matic intercourse. Its claims, by the way, 
are much greater and much more just than 
any of those preferred by Great Britain and 
Germany. 

France, however, did not send any war- 
ships and was not guilty of bullying action. 
It proceeded along ordinary diplomatic lines 
and recently secured the negotiation of a 
satisfactory treaty, which provided that 
there should be an equitable arrangement 
made for the payment of the French claims. 
This payment was proceeding in a perfectly 
satisfactory manner when the present ex- 
traordinary triple alliance was formed. 

‘Great Britain, Germany, and Italy resorted 
to force. They are still maintaining a block- 
ade from which the United States is the 
greatest sufferer, because the United States’ 
trade with Venezuela is greater than that 
of Great Britain and Germany combined. 

This country also has claims against Vene- 
zuela. There are in addition, two vast 
American corporations which are fighting 
for the control of the asphalt trade, and each 
of which has interests in Venezuela far great- 
er than that of any other indusiry in the 
world. | 

Diplomats and statesmen here readily see, 
therefore, that the’demands of Great Britain, 
Germany, ahd Italy that they should be paid 
in full before France and the United States 
can receive a penny necessarily must force 
the latter two in the direction of a combina- 
tion which | when opposed to the triple al- 
liance alreaity existing may bring about mo- 
mentous events. 

Public sentiment in this country and par- 
ticularly here in Washington, was severe 
enough in opposition to the Germans at the 
outset, but it is being rapidly augmented by 
the latest and most extraordinary demandof 
the allies, and coupled with this suspicion 
of Teutonié diplomacy there is a growing be- 
lief that Gteat Britain has at last forgotten 
the ties of blood with this country. 

. The possibility of an alliance between the 
United States-and France ie actually being 
discussed in all seriousness by level headed 
men. A year ago talk of European alliances 
would have provoked a shudder ora laughin 
congress, but statesmen here have swiftly 
realized the fact that the concert of action 
between Great Britain, Germany, and Italy 
was manifestly directed solely against the 
United States, because each one of the na- 
tions could have coerced or done Venezuela 
separately, and France already had demon- 
strated that a peaceable collection of just 
claims was possible. 

| 

Should any such coalition be organized 
there would be an immediate addition to the 
‘partnership between France end the United 
States. There is at this time a close alli- 
ance between the republic of France and the 
monarchy of Russia, while the government 
of the czarhas at the same time been tradi- 
tionally thé friend of the United States. _ 

With these three great world powgrs united 
as opposed to Great Britain anda Germany,

A probably fatal shooting was added last 
evening to the long record of violence and 
bloodshed that has marked the strife be- 
tween union and nonunion freight handlers 
in Chicago. Yesterday's affray occu at 
the Burlington freighthouse, in Canal near 
Van Buren street, Henry 8. Ballard, a non> 
union man, shooting Robert McNamara, one 
of two union mén who had attacked him. 


. clothing was ignited by the flash of 

revolver, which Ballard carried in his over- 
coat pocket. He was arrested, while Mc- 
Namara was taken to the county hospital, 
where the physicians said his chances of 
recovery were slight. The bullet lodged near 
the h and was not extracted last night. 


Climax of Many Fights. 

Since the freight handlers’ strike last June 
there have been frequent clashes between 
the union and nonunion workers in the Bur- 
lington freighthouses. Although a majority 
of the strikers were reinstated in their for- 


ployés hired during the strike were retained 
by the company and the union men have en- 
deavored to drive them out. 

* After much trouble a temporary truce was 
arranged last morth, when the twenty-two 
nonunion employés applied for membership 
in the freight handlers’ union. A week ago 
thet tapplications were balloted on and all 
were admitted with the exception of thrée 
men, among whom was Ballard, a caller in 
the freighthouse. 


Twice Attacked for Working. 

No reason was given for his rejection, and 
the following night he was assaulted and 
badly beaten a few moments after leaving 
the freighthouse. ‘The police of the Des- 
plaines street station were notified of the 
assault. A short time before Ballard and 
Charles Peters, another nonunion employé, 
were badly beaten, and after the second 
assault Ballard decided it was time to pro- 
tect himself, so he secured a revolver.

Answers Blow with Shot. 
‘« Why don’t you join the union, Ballard?” 
was McNamara’s salutation as he placed

Ballard is a small man and he vainly en- 
deavored to twist himself from the grip of 
his larger antagonist. 

“I'm willing to join, but you fellows won't 
give me the chance. Why don’t you let me 
alone?’ demanded Ballard. . 

“ We'll fix you now,” declared McNamara 
as he grasped at the throat of Ballard. 

Ballard evaded the grasp, but was struck 
on the shoulder by McNamara. At the 
same moment he fired one shot from the 
revolver concealed in his overcoat pocket, 
the bullet striking McNamara in the side. 


Wounded Man’s Coat Burns. 

Both men went down in a heap, but Ballard 
regained his feet and walked rapidly away, 
unmolested by the numerous pedestrians who 
had witnessed the encounter. Passersby 
who reached the side of the wounded man 
extinguished the flames that had almost con- 
sumed one side of his coat and carried him 
to the Hotel Gaynor. 

Landers and Converse did not attempt to 
escape and gave the name of the assailant 
to Detectives Grady and Landers. They 
went to Ballard’s boarding house at 42 West 
Adams street, where the man was found 
smoking a piperafter having eaten his even- 
ing meal. Ballard had reloaded his weapon 
and announced his readiness to meet any 
other membems of the union who sought to 
abuse him. 

“They laid me up twice,” he declared,

LONG LESS FEVERISH. BUT 
, STILL IN GRAVE DANGER. 


Former Secretary of the Navy Said to 
Be Holding His Own—No Immediate 


Change in Condition Is Expected. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 30.—[Special.}—Former 
Secretary of the Navy John D. Long is 
less feverish tonight, and the physicians 
at St. Margaret's hospital say he is hold- 
ing his own. The latest bulletin issued by 
Mr. Long’s physicians tonight said: 

‘‘Mr. Long slept quietly for an hour and a 
quarter. He recognizes his friends, but 
lapses into incoherent talk. Pulse, 86; res- 
piration, 24; temperature, 99. Say’ 

In contrast to those of yesterday, the bul- 
letins issued from the hospital today were 
They stated that Mr. Long's 
kidneys were more active, and this was 
hailed as a good sign. Up to this morning 
the torpid condition of the kidneys led, to 
the fear that uremic poisoning might set 
in with fatal results. 

The ex-secretary slept for three consecu- 
tive hours last night and also had several 
brief naps. His temperature at 5:30 a. m. 
was given as 101.2, and it was stated at 11 
a. m. that there had been a decided fall in 
the patient's temperature. It was an- 
nounced that for the present it was not 
deemed best to give out the temperature, 
as it might be misleading. One of the doc- 
tors stated, however, that Mr. Long’s tem, 
perature at 11:30 a. m. was 98.6, a decided 
drop. 

Mr. Long’s daughter arrived at the hos- 
pital this afternoon and joined Mrs. Long 
at her father’s bedside. 

The physicians do not attempt to conceal 
the fact that Mr. Long's condition is still 
most serious. 


BLUE PENCIL FOR THE STAGE. 


Northwestern Professor Would Have a 
Committee of Citizens Act 
as Censors.

TRACTION ISSUE 
URGENT AND IN 
TRUSTED HANDS 


Municipal Voters’ League Ase 
serts That the Council 
Can Be Depended On 
to Act Wisely. 


EARLY ACTION FAVORED. 


Good, Bad, and Doubtful Alder 
men Are Classified and 
Commented On in 
the Report. 


That the present city council! can be truste@ 
to settle the traction question, and should da 
so without long delay, is the basis of the 
eighth annual report of the Municipal Vot- 
ers’ league. _ 

Incidentally, the report differs with Mayos 
Harrison, who, in his recent controversy 
with the aldermen ag to the form of a munic< 
ipal ownership bill, made certain compark 
sons between New York and Chicago. 

“*In greater New York,” says the report, 
be the new charter showed a despair of pop< 
ular government and an elaborate attempt’ 
to centralize in the executive the powers 
which, under a democracy, ought to rest 
with chosen representatives in a legislative 
body.” 

Chicago is further congratulated in com- 
parisons made between the performances of 
its aldermen and those of other cities. 


Some Really Bad Aldermen. 


“In Philadelphia,” the report asserts, 
“franchise grants of enormous value. have 
been conferred on favored interests in the 
face of higher offers to the city from fe- 
sponsible parties for the same grants. 3 

*“* In St. Louis members of the municipal as- 
sembly have been convicted of taking bribes 
in return for their votes on franchises and 
many of them have adjourned to meet in the 
penitentiary. 

“ Denver has recently been filled with scan- 
dal over the renewal of the street railway 
grants. 

Chicago council has during the last 
year, as during several years preceding, 
been free from action hostile to public it, 
terest.”” 

The report is signed by Charlies P. Craneas 
president and Walter L. Fisher as secretary 
of the executive committee. 


Reviews Traction Situation. 


Going into details as to traction matters, 
the report says: 

“During the year there have been two 
notable ‘developments: First, an appropri- 
ation by the council for an expert opinion 


traction problem has resulted in a remark- 
ably comprehensive and able piece of work 
known as the Arnold report. This has been 
the first authoritative and practical digest 
from an engineering viewpoint which the 
city has ever had, covering not only the 
status of the present traction companies 
but a full program for an ideal system, toe 
gether with the most detailed figures and 
estimates of values ard costs. It is needless 
to say~ that the obtaining of such a report 
with city funds would never have been pos- 
sible under the old régime. 

“The other event in which the city was 
most interested was the far reaching de- 
cision by the Supreme court on the question 
of transfer privileges, establishing the right 
of the city to exercise large powers of con- 
trol in many ways over the street railways. 
Kk was the result of an order by the council 
directing the institution of legal proceedings 
to compel compliance with the requirements 
of an ordinance of 1890. The case was con- 
ducted with most creditable diligence and 
ability by the city law department. 


Tunnel Scheme Objectionable. 
“ Another matter of great importance to 


the city was the application of the Illinois 


Telephone and Telegraph company for legal 
ratification of the tunnels it has already 
constructed throughout the central district 
and for authority to construct even larger 
tunnels to be used for the transportation of 
merchandise and freight. This applicatiog . 
was very objectionable in its original form. 

** Conceding that such underground trans- 
portation would relieve the streets and oth- 
erwise benefit the city, it remains to be de- 
cided whether it should be handled in con- 
nection with the proposed munitipal subways, 
so that the revenue from this source would 
assist in their construction and maintenance, 
or whether it should be turned over under 
safeguards to this private corporation. 

“ Mr. Arnold has strongly urged the feasi- 
bility and superior advantages of a system 
of double deck subways, to which these tun- 
nels would constitute the chief obstacle. His 
re ndation of the joint use or joint con- 
struction of these tunnels in connection with 
a low level subway will undoubtedly be care- 
fully considered before giving additional au- 
thority to the Illinois Telephone and Tele- 
graph company. 

“If the tunnels it has already constructed 
are limited to use for telephone and telegraph 
service, they need not be permitted to inter- 
fer with either single or double deck subways. 


Must Be Settled Soon. 


“ Definite action on the general traction 
question cannot be much longer delayed. 
Important franchises begin to expire on 
July 30 of this year. The present attitude 
of the companies gives some promise of 
an early settlement. Everything depends 
upon their prompt recognition of clearly de- 
fined and reasonable public demands. The 


“general principles which should govern re- 


newal grants have been defined in many 
platforms of the league and fifty-five of 
the seventy members of the present coun- 
cil were elected on these platforms. 

“ The right of future municipal ownership 
undoubtedly will be preserved, and present 
indications point to the early passage of 
an uate enabling act to that end by 
the legislature. There appears to be sub- 
stantial agreement upon the policy of a 
provision fér a referendum vote upon the 
renewal ordinances upon proper petition of 
the voters. 

“The council, through fits appropriate 
committee, is faithfully and intelligently 
working on the whole question at issue. 
The Municipal Voters’ league wishes to re- 
iterate its entire confidence in the integrity, 
intelligence, and fairness of the men hav- 
ing this matter in charge.” 


Good Aldermen in Demand. 

Then, coming to the question of the next 
aldermanic election, the report speaks of the 
necessity of ‘‘ retaining in office those out- 
going aldermen whose experience and in- 
tegrity are needed in this emergency,” and 
also to urge on the voters the necessity that

“ The city,” says the report, “ has need at 
this time of the best service it can secure.” 

The wish is expressed the legislature will 
increase the pay of the aldermen, as $1,500 a 
year “‘is too small to retain the permanent 
retention of such men as should serve the 
public,” and independent nominations are 
advocated for the reason that the “ prevail- 
ing system of partisan nominations makes 


-the best results difficult of attainment.”’ 


In this connection it is urged that nomina- 
tions by direct primaries might remedy the 
aifficulty, but, “ so far as the office of alder- 
man is concerned, we are convinced still bet- 
ter results would come from doing away 
entirely with the partisan primary nomina- 
tion and the partisan ticket which is voted 
by placing a single cross in the circle at the 
top.”’ Continuing, the report says: 

“Independent nominations and voting. 
would be promoted, the process of seiecting 
aidermen would be simplified, and the ex-: 
pense reduced by substituting the non- 
partisan ballot, on which all candidates for 
aldermen in a given ward would go on the 
ballot by petition, and the nam’'s, instead of

Vuion Traction People Considering 
Massachusetts Way of Grant ‘“‘Dur- 
ing Good Behavior.” 


Talk of an indeterminate franchise was 
heard in Union Traction circles yesterday. 
It was said the protective committee wan 
dation 
for an extension of the existing ordinances 
based on the ‘‘ Massachusetts plan "’ and ask 
the council to seek from the legislature the 
necessary aid to make it possible.

- The Massachusetts plan is to give no fixed 
life to a franchise ordinance, but to grant 
the right to run cars “ during good beha- 
vior.”” It is more a license than a contract 
and reserves in the local council or other 
granting body the right to revoke it at any 
time when the service is not satisfactory or 
when the conditions of the license have not | 
been complied with. It is a kind of tenancy 
at will except that the title lies in the oper- 
ating company instead of the municipality. 

This is one of the matters which are being 
discussed by the protective committee of 
the Union Traction company and which R. 
R. Govin and J. 8S. Auerbach have gone back 
to New York to discuss with J. Pierpont Mor- 
* The Chicago City company still stands 
Feady to accept. a twenty year franchise on 
the program laid out in the Arnold report. 
President Hamilton reaffirmed the state- 
ment, and other officials of the road made 
the same report. Naturally, if a longer term 
is to be given the Union Traction company 
they would like it for themselves, but they 
are not working on that basis.. The report 
that there was any intention on the part of 
the south side company to try to acquire 
franchises on the north and west sides was 
denied by all the officials.

noon broke in two. The Gulf Stream struck 
at 4 a. m. during a heavy fog. With the ar- 
rival of daylight the lifesavers at Tatham 
started for the wreck.

Judge Horton first gives statistics rat the 
jail population and draws the concl es 
that “there is no unreasonable delay !n 
disposing of Criminal court cases. The 
that the number in jail may be reduced to 
fifty is nonsense, and must be made by per- 
sons not well advised. ‘There are probably 
four or five times that number always in 
jail serving sentences or awaitirig. the ac- 
tion of the grand jury and the police courts. 

After giving figures on the number of cases 
disposed of in the Circuit court, Judge Hor- 

says: 

the assertion, without fear of 
successful contradiction, that there’are no 
equal number of judges outside of Cook 
county in any civilized community in the 
world that have dispoged of more casee than 

ve the judges of the Circuit court of this 
county.’’ 
Save Money by Extra Judges. 


Then, after calling attention to the fact 
that judges’ salaries are less here than in 
other large cities, Judge Horton says: 

‘““¥ou must also consider that the same 
amount of service cannot be procured in any 
other way for the same amount of money 
equa} to that. of procuring the services of 
judges from other circuits. The number of 
cases commenced is.gradially lessening, and 
the call of calendars is rapidly neducing the 
number of pending cases.’’ 

As to the proposed change in the taxing 
of costs, Judge Horton thinks it should be 
readjusted, but holds the proposed horizontal 
advance unjust. In conclusion he says he 
has no personal preference: to express in the 
matter of employing outside judges. 


Letter of Judge Brentano. 


Judge Brentano’s letter says fn part: 

“So far as I am concerned if your honor- 
able body shall conclude to relieve the able 
and industrious judge from another circuit 
now on duty in Cook county disposing of 
cases on my civil calendar I shall feel my- 
self under the necessity of leaving the Crim- 
inal court and returning to the calling of my 
civil docket, which a part of the public has 
been led to believe is of paramount impor- 
tance and consequence to this community. 

“It may be that the administration of the 
county’s affairs requires the exercise of 
economy and frugality, but retrenchment 
should not be at the expense of justice. Sec- 
tion 19 of our bill of rights guarantees that 
every person ought to find a certain remedy 
in the laws for all injuries and wrongs and 
he ought to obtain these promptly and with- 
out delay.” 


Mr. Foreman’s Statement. 


The letter of the judges were in reply toa 
communication from Mr. Foreman calling 
attention to the recommendation and saying: 

‘* Before any action is taken on this matter 
it is desired that your views be obtained. It

England Standing Firm.

was no infringement of the Monroe doctrine.

Unexpected and serious developments have 
arisen which make it extremely doubtful 
whether the Panama canal treaty can be 
ratified at this session, but owing to the 
gravity of the situation President Roosevelt 
will, if necessary, call an extra session of the 
senate to convene on March 5 to consider the 
Panama canal, Alaskan boundary, and the 
Cuban reciprocity treaties. | 

There ‘has been the usual talk of an extra 
session of congress, but while both houses 
may not be called upon it is now quite proba- 
ble that the senate will be. . ' 

Senator Morgan of Alabama, the father of 
the Isthmian canal, is the stumbling block 
in the way of ratification of the Panama 
treaty. He is not convinced that the inter- 
ests of the Unfted States have been guarded 
in the treaty now pending. He questions 
seriously the authority of the Colombian gov- 
ernment to négotiate a treaty which will hold, 

In pursuance of the desire of the Alabama 
senator to see that the Colombian officials 
had authority to pegotiate the treaty and to 
satisfy himself on many other points, he has 
prepared about fifty amendments to the 
treaty, which he proposes to offer, and he 
threatens to discuss them at great length. 

This.is a serious threat, as Senator Morgan 
already has demonstrated: his ability to de- 
bate a question for wéeks, andif he attempts 
to defeat the treaty, which he has threatened 
to do, its chances, of ratification at this ses- 
sion are exceedingly slender. 

The foreign’ relations "committee will meet 
tomorrow and consider the Panama treaty. 
Senator Morgan will be present with hia 
bundie of amendments, and he will offer each 
one of the forty, or fifty as the reading of 
the treaty is proceeded with. They naturally 
will provoke considerable debate, and the 
indicationse are it will require three or four 
meetings of the committee before the amend- 
ments can be disposed of. 

If Senator Morgan fails to secure the adop- 
tion of his amendments by tne committee he 
will take the fight inte the senate, where he 
will offer again each one of his amendments 
and debate them at considerable length. 

An agreemient was made today by the for- 
eign relations committee to repert to the 
senate the treaty providing for the arbitra- 
tion of the Alashan boundary dispute which 
was negotiated a short timeago. This treaty 
wilt be reported to the senate at its next 
executive session, which in all probability will 
be on Monday. 

Senator Cullom will call up the treaty at the 
first opportunity. He asserts thére is prac- 
tically no opposition to it, and that it will be 
ratified? without much debate, if he has a 
chance to call it up. 

The statehood fight blocks the way for 
consideration of this treaty as well as the 
Cuban reciprocity treaty and a number of 
important measures, to say nothing of the 
apvropriation bills. 

The foreign relations committee aleo re- 
ported ‘to the senate the agreement between 
the United States and Cuba to extend the 
time limit:of the Cuban reciprocity treaty. 
The time fixed in the original draft of the 
treaty will éxpifte tomorrow, but according 
to the agreement made between the Cuban 
minister and the secretary of state this has 
been extended so as to make it possible to 
ratify the treaty any time within the next 
six weeks.

NEW ANTI-GAMBLING BILL 
ANSWERS O’LEARY’S “WHY?” 


Legisleture Will Be Asked to Pass Strin- 
gent Measure Against Betting in Any 
¥orm—Heavy Penalties Provided. 


James O’Leary’s frank admission, “ Why, 
of course there’s gambling in Chicago. Why 
not?’ is having its echo at Springfield, and 
the legislature is expected to answer the 
“why?” 

A bill that has been prepared by Repre- 
sentative 8S. E. Erickson is aimed particularly 
at betting on races, but its provisions are so 
stringent that any form of gambling, under 
any pretext, would be an unprofitable 
venture-should the bill become a law and be 
enforced. The bill, stripped of some of its 
wording, is as follows: 

That any person who keeps any room, shed, tene- 
ment, tent, booth, or building, or who occupies any 
place upon any public or private grounds within 
the state, with any book, instrument, or devise for 
the purpose of recording or registering bets or 
wagers, or of selling or any person who 
recortis or registers bets or wagers, or sells pools 
upon the result of any trial or contest of skill, 
spéed, or power of endurance of man or beast, or 
AZupon the result of any political nomination, ap- 
‘pointment, or election, or being the owner, leasee, 
or joccupant of any room, shed, tenement, tent, 

th, or building, or part thereof, knowingly 

ts.the same to be used or occupied for any of 

these purposes, shall be punished by imprisonment 

in the county jail for a period not longer than one 
year, or by fine not exceeding $2,000, or both.

tor Francis W. Parker, who yesterday was 
made chairman of a senate committee ir- 
tended to reform the method of keeping ac- 
counts in the state institutions, got busy in- 
BStanter. Empowered by a resolution to call 
for information as to the methods in use he 
Sent out a circular letter addr to ever/ 
state officer, state board, state charitable, 
educational, penal, and reformatory institu- 
tion, and in fact every department of the 
State for which appropriations are made. 

Parker has a right to bring every one of 
these boards and _ bodies before his com- 
mittee, and by the time he gets through he 
and the public may acquire a vast deal of 
useful information. as: to methods used in 
buying supplies at various state institutions, 
notably the Joliet prison, the Jacksamville 
institution, and the Kankakee asylum. 


Sweeping Inquiry Assured. 

The resolution is sweeping enough to do 
the work, and the job is quite to Parker's 
liking. The letter he sent is comprehensive, 
and he suggested some questions which 
surely would make trouble, as, for example, 
he waits the officers to tell him how they 
make their purchases, from the initital step 
to the time the money is paid, and who does 
the buying. and how far the board of trustees 
and presidents and the like participate in the 
conduct of the purchasing department. 

Parker wants to know how the funds re- 
ceived from the state treasury and from other 
sources are treated. This inquiry may make 
trouble with a lot of country banks, where 
it is claimed money drawn for the institutions 
is put where it will do the most good and not 
be idle. He asks, too, for complete informa- 
pent as to the physical condition of the insti- 

utions. 


Teacher System Denounced. 
The county superintendents of the state, 
led by Supt. Vandorn of Springfield, are or- 


ganizing a campaign against the proposition | 


to recognize the state normal graduates as 
teachers. Mr. Vandorn Bas written a 
hy letter to the heads of the normal 
chools, protesting against their bill for this 
Purpose and declaring it will have the effect 
of crippling the office of county superintend- 
ent. He says that experience has shown the 
necessity for keeping all school teachers 
under the jurisdiction of the county superin- 
tendent, and he cites the effect of state cer- 
tificates as an example.

A reduction will soon be necessary, because 
our busiest season is now over. With new 
shops and new machinery here, the same 
number of men can do more work than for- 
merly. We have never turned out 80 many 
engines in the history of the shops as dur- 
ing the last six months. | a 

Service Is Improving. 

“If we were to take back the strikers now 

it would mean that our force in the shops 


+ here would be crowded out, and this we dis- 


like to do; but we would not have room for 
two forces. Our train service is becoming 
better. We are having some trouble this 
week because of high winds and stormy 
weather out west, for which the strikers 
will probably claim credit.

FUND FOR FAMINE VICTIMS 
TOTALS MORE THAN $23,000. 


More Donations Reach the Treasurers of 
the Various Relief Organizations in 
Chicago—Other Revenue in Sight.

Judge Harrison opened affairs today by 
stating that there had come to be a general 
impression throughout this and other com- 
munities to the effect that the judges of the 
court were not anxious to have Ames brought 
back because they did not want to have a case 
tried against him. Judge Harrison said that 
there never was anything more erroneous 
There was not one of the judges who was not 
anxious to have the accused brought back for 
trial. 

“‘ There has not been the diligence exercised 
in this matter that there should have been,” 
said Judge Harrison... 

Taking up the matter of bonds, the court 
stated that there were lax methods in dealing 
with them.

NIAGARA FALLS POWER PLANT _ 
1S DAMAGED BY LIGHTNING. 
Bolt orden the Sky Blows Up Big Trans- 


former—Street Cars end Factories in 
Four Cities Crippled. 


Niagara Falls, N. Y., Jan. 30.—[{Special.]— 
A bolt of lightning exploded one of the big 
transformers in the Niagara Falls power- 
plant, and for nineteen hours Buffalo, Niag- 
ara Falls, Lockport, the Tonawandas, and 
intermediate points suffered an electric 
famine. 

Hundreds of factories were shut down for 
‘the day and the street car service was de- 
moralized. Thousands of workmen employed 
in the factories along the river were tem- 
porarily thrown out of employment. 

The lightning entered the transformer room 
and set fire to one of the cables. The flames 
communicated to other cables, and in a 
short time the roof of the transformer 
house was ablaze. The cables were destroyed 
in a short time and it was necessary to shut 
down power house No.1. Inaill about 7,000 
feet of cable was destroyed. The loss by 
fire is estimated at $50,000. 

Newspaper plants and small factories in 
all the four cities were temporarily crippled. 
At Lockport twenty of the fifty-five factories 
are still closed. 

The Buffalo trolley lines were in bad shape 
early this morning, but storage batteries 
were called into service and most of the lines 
were opérated during the day with a limited 
number of cars running.

The drug is far worse than any other drug.

“The cocaine users are seldom criminals 
of consequence. The exception is when one 
of the victims has no cocaine. Then he will 
commit murder to obtain it. | 
“The slaves of the drug are chiefly young 
men, generally under 30 years of age. The 
reason is, probably, that the user seldom 
lives long after forming the habit. His phys- 
ical system is so vitiated by the cocaine that 
he soon yields to the attacks of disease. 
' “Tf any one doubts that the sale of co- 
caine should be forbidden by law, let him 
come to the police court at the Harrison 
street station for a few mornings.

Woolen goods 
for next fall are being ordered in fair quanti- 
ties, while mills are being pushed for spri 
deliveries. Raw wool continues strong and 
prices are at fleodtide. 
'“The tron trade is reported quiet, and 
conservatism is being freely practiced. Buy- 
ers are no doubt backward, because much of 
the business of last year was done at old 
low quotations. A significant feature is that

UGLY BUILDINGS FIND DEFENSE. 


Appellate Court Says There Are Many 
Unpleasant Things Which Must 
Be Borne in Crowded City.

. He is living in a cheap lodging house, where 
drunken men and foolish girls make their 
home. He pays no attention to them, for he 
is thinking only of his poem. ‘I get up,” 
be_writes, “I never know the time in the 
morning; and sometimes I lie without mov- 
ing for hours—thinking—thinking.”" Some- 
times he goes out and roams around the 
streets, or sits motionless gazing. at the wall. 
He breakfasts on bread and milk, dines and 
sups on breadand milk. Sometimes he cooks 
a bit of meat on an oil stove. The rest of the 
time he sits on the floor by the window, writ- 
ing; or, perhaps, kneeling by the bed, with 


his head buried in his arms, thinking until 


the room reels, He is now living on 
capital, which is just $40. It costs him $3a 
week, not including paper and typewriting. 
In ten or twelve weeks he will finish his 
poem. “If I am not finished by that time I 
shall kill some one, I know.” 

In this poem that he is writing there are 
nine characters—a tyrant, two slaves, six 
guests, and a man. There are two scenes— 
a dungeon and a banquet hall. The first 
scene of “The Captive”’ is the dungeon 
When Stirling was young he was in Europ, 
and visited a dungeon. He never forgot it. 
As he writes he hears the music of Wagner, 
and he will be disappointed if some one does 
not make an opera out of *“ The Captive.” 
It is a pity that a man with such a capacity 
for appreciation should have had so little 
to appreciate. He writes in his journal: “I 
have not one single beautiful memory in my 
life; I have nothing in my life that, when I 
think of it, does not make me writhe.” 

At last, on July 3, the poem was finished, 
and the poet is laughing and sobbing in his 
chair. He sent the manuscript to over 
eight publishing houses, waiting weary 
weeks between the calls for a verdict. Some 
publishers treated him kindly, others treat- 
ed him brutally. One wrote to him that 
while he could not see his way clear to pub- 
lishing “The Captive,’ he believed that he 
could write something that would have com- 
mercial value, and urged him to write a 
novel. This publisher, after giving his own 
reasons for declining the book, read the opin- 
ion of one of his readers. The author listened. 
* Great God, it makes me writhe! It was 
like a review of the Book of Revelation by 


Bill Nye.”

Still the manuscript is going on its ro 
Finally he coukd bear it no longer. He had 
just 70 cents left. The rent of his room was 
up to June 6. This is on J 2. The money 
will last until then. n June 6,” he 
writes, “ going to die.” If the poem is 
published he will wait; if not, “ I shall die on 
June 6—that is settled.” The poem was not 
accepted, and he died on June6. He writes 
up to the last moment, calmly, more calmly, 
indeed, than when he was writing at his 
poem. 

Now let us see “The Captive.” Let 
Messrs. Appleton publish it that-we may 
judge whpther the eight publishers who re- 
turned it ‘to the author were wrong in their 
judgment or whether the poet was right in 
his—.hat it is a poem for which the world is

ELIA W. PEATTIE ON 
THE SEARCH FOR A POET. 


SUPPOSE no one has quite given over the 
habit of pushing aside the reeds in the 
hope of glimpsing Pan, and certainly 
most persons live in expectation that they 
will some day discover a poet, 

“ Here,” they say, “ goes hastening by me 
a great procession of men, doing all manner 
of things, seemingly welland capable. What 
a noise they make! Surely some one of them 
must be giving a message of beauty. Almost 
certainly among the multitude there Beg be- 
a poet.” 

And the harkener is, like enough, rewarded 
by the sound of singing voices, to which he 
listens with ears that ache for harmony. It 
is not, however, a harmony which he hears, 
but a thin trickle of melodious songs which 
conifort him not atall. Each singer seems to 
be listening to the sound of his own voice. : 

* Behold,” he seems to say, “am I not 
musical? Do I not pipe excellently? Doyou 
hear any others making music so schooled, so 
original, so subtle, so up to the times?”’ 


Then because you desired a song that 
should make you forget the singer—nay, be- 
cause you prayed for a diapason that should 
drown all the discords of the world—you turn 
away from the thin piping of the minne- 
singers and listen with more satisfaction to 
the roar of the streets, the clamor of com- 
merce, the competitive cries of the hucksters 
of earth. For in these sounds is sincerity. 
These spiels are, to say the least, spontane- 
ous, and they have their reason for being— 
they belong honestly to the time. 

Little by little those who longed with the 
deepest longing for the voice of the poet 
learn to do without it. They say, “ Alas, no 
man will speak to us perfectly! Neither will 
No doubt we 


who have set ourselves to the comprehension 
of a twelve-octaved instrument are, after 
all, to hear playing only on the five-octaved 
keys."’

LAéft up thine eyes and 
see aloft the cross-crowned peak of Cal- 
vary.” 

_ Then he dies in lyrical dispatch. 

“St. Ronan of Brittany” is a miracle 
play dealing with the combat between the 
Christian St. Ronan, who lives in a cave 
and preaches to the people, and Keben, a 
Druidess, who endeavors to defend the sacred 
groves against the encroachments of the pale 
Christian proselytes. She slays her only son 
that Ronan may be suspected of the crime 
and killed by the people, but Ronan, with the 
miraculous power given him, restores the 
child to life. Keben, remorseful, admits 
to Ronan that in the sacred wood her paths 
lay far from his—that his were a shining 
maze and hers darkening into night. She 
slays herself, and with something akin to 
enthusiasm the people cover her with leaves 
from her sacred oak and carry her away, 
singing tunefully. | 

“ Theophile " is the tale of a monk who, 
being wrongfully suspected of stealing the 
twelve golden goblets of the chapel, is de- 
spoiled of his office in the convent and driven 
forth from its doors. He meets a man of 
satan, who solicits his loyalty to that dark 
prince, promising him that he shall be 
avenged upon the god who has deserted him. 
Theophile consents, meets satan, who comes 
up out of a well—which leads one to hope 
that his place of residence may not be so 


thirsty as has commonly been reported— | 


and asks him to deny the holy trinity. This 
Theophile does, but when it comes to a re- 
nunciation of the Blessed Virgin he refuses. 
Satan smites him, but before he has utterly 
perished the virgin saves him. He is re- 
stored to life, and raised to yet higher'‘offices 
in the convent than he had yet held. 


These meaningless tales, told with no ex- 
traordinary power, constitute the book—a 
book which adds another to the almost in- 
numerable volumes of insignificant poetical 
productions which have been put forth during 
the last year. 

Much has been said in these volumes in 
depreciation of the affected pagan work 
which is now the fashion of many of our 
poets; but the writer who presents these 
senseless, monkish tales in a spirit of idle 
dilettanteism ig as much the enemy of true 
Christianity and of noble art as is the simper- 
ing pagan. 

What is needed is a poet who cares about 
what he is saying; who is impressed with 
the importance of his time and with the re- 
sponsibility of poets. 

I am of the opinion that if this age brings 
up a poet to comfort or lead us, he will 
come up out of the mob of the common 


people, and that he will sing with no even 
academic ttterance, but as men cry who 
carry b ins beyond their bearing. 


Voices are deeper among the toilers—there 
the stream of passion, and thought, and hate, 
and hope, and love makes for itself a mighty 
channel, and the sound of the waters flowing 
there are epic indeed—epic, but confused. 


Perhaps some one will make thie coherent. 
Maybe here will arise the voice of one speak- 
ing truth. Out of this tremendous tumult, 
incoherent and discordant, may come one 
who can introduce the elements that will 
make of this terrific dissonance a harmony 
which shail seem to convert our huts into 
cathedrals, to set our foolish feet to the 
solemn rhythm-of a great processional, dnd 
comfort our non-essential vexations by in- 
structing us in the essential and all pervad- 
ing Harmony—the Harmony which is co- 

existent with life, if we can but perceive it.

CE CORNEAU ON BIRE"S 
DEFENSE OF CHATEAUBRIAND. 


ARIS, Jan. 21.—It seems given to some 
men to excite an intense curiosity con- 
cerning their personality long after 
their death and long after one might 
think that everything that could be said 

about them had been said. In France Na- 

poleon is one of these men, Balzac another, 
and Chateaubriand a third, and after finishing 

Edmond Bire’s interesting book on the last 
years of Chateaubriand’s life, one is no long- 
er astonished that biographers are constant- 
ly seeking for something new to be said about 

mefi whom the succeeding generations cher- 
ish. “ Les Derniers Annees de Chateaubri- 
and, 1880 to 1848,” is the title of Bire’s book 

and suggests a great deal; nor is one at all 
disappointed. 

Biographers who know their public no long- 
er search to know the great man, but the man 
himself, quite aside from his greatness—the 
personality behind the genius. In Balzac’s 
case the man’s own history was more inter- 
esting than almost any novel he wrote, while 
the romantic interest in the private life of 
Chateaubriand is a whole story in itself. His 
sorrows and deceptions, his loves, and, like 
poor Zola, his “ hates.” “ Mes Haines,”’ Zola 
uséd to say, until one day Alphonse Daudet 
exclaimed, “ His hatreds, when one has not 
time enough in a whole life to love enough.”’ 

Chateaubriand has had many admirers, 
many. defenders, and many detractors. 
Against the latter Bire takes up the cudgelas, 
not only with energy but with proofs. 


Alfred de Vigny wrote to the vicountess of 
Plessis, his cousin: * Did not Chateaubriand 
take dare enough in advance of his tomb? Is 
it not true that he did not weep over it all his 
life? He made it tender visits upon the bor- 
ders of the sea, and one of his most naive ad- 
mirers said to me, as if describing a charming 
original characteristic: Monsieur, he went 
this summer all alone to see this rock at St. 
Malo, and he did not go to see his old sister, 
poor and ill, who lived somewhere near 
there.“ This statement, made by Alfred de 
Vigny, is absolutely contradicted by Bire. 
Chateaubriand, he says, never visited his 
tomb, and as far as his sister was concerned 
she, Mme. de Marigny, lived in a retired 
fashion at Dinard, and died in 1860 at the age 
of 101 years, which proves her healthy coneti- 
tution, and Chateaubriand never forgot her 
and never ceased writing to her up to the day 
of his death, he who during his latter years 
wrote to few. ‘Thus one of the calumnies 
against Chateaubriand, his vanity over his 
tomb, and his neglect of his sister, aged and 
poor, has been proved false. t 

Bire maintains that his disinterestedness is 
beyond attack. In all the circumstances of 
that life under Napoleon, under Louis XVIIL., 
under Charles X., as under Louis Philippe, he 
always displayed his original nobility of char- 
acter and never gave a thought to the per- 
sonal consequences of an action. This was 
all the more ramarkable, as he knew whatit 
was to be hard pressed for money, and al- 
though poverty is often as disinterested as 
wealth, it deserves, as in Chateaubriand’s 

t deal more merit. 
of this trait about Chateaubri- 
and is his refusal of the pension of 900 francs 
a year accordéd by the academy is cited. 
This pension in his @ay was accorded by right 
to the oldest member by right of election. 
When Chateaubriand’s turn came he refused 
to accept the pension. “ I only ask the acad- 
emy,” said he, “ to accord me one year in 
which to make my proofs on the subject of 
pensions.”’ 

A day came later when this same pension 
fell to Victor Hugo, who accepted it with 
alacrity, despite his wealth. As ery one 
knows, Victor Hugo had none of the noble dis- 
interestedness of Chateaubriand, but was 


notoriously greedy for money, studiously 


thoughtful of the consequences of every ac- 
tion, and incapable of generosity, even to- 
wards his family. Sainte Beuve, among other 
things which he said about Chateaubriand 
during the last years of his life, declared that 
during that time Chateaubriand “ no longer 


| lived, but vegetated.’ This Bire proves to be 


an absolutely false statement, and he shows 
Chateaubriand, touched by old age, somber, 
even taciturn, but preparing for death, and 
eventually dying in full possession of all his 
faculties, It was this year of his death that 
he offered his name to Mme. Récamier, who 
delicately refused it. The eve of his death he 
dictated to his nephew the following declara- 
tion, which he read over and approved: 

“ I declare before God that I retract every- 
thing contrary ta faith which may be found 
in my writings, against morality or against 
anything deserving the principles of good.” 

An attractive feature of the book is a num- 
ber of unpublished letters, written by Chat- 
eaubriand, which are cited.

MR. ALDEN ON CURRENT 
LONDON LITERARY TOPICS.

ONDON, Jan. 20.—The time is ap- 
proaching when something will he 
done to Mr. H. G. Wells—probabiy 
with a club. He is a dangerous man. 
For example, the other day Marcon! 
informed the Italian navy department that 
he had made an invention of supreme im- 
portance, the nature of which he would re- 
veal at a later day, when he would place it 
at the disposal of the Italian government. 
Now, it is said in Italy that this invention 
fs a method of concentrating and projecting 
intense electrical heat rays, which on strik- 
ing a man of war will instantly meit the 
thickest steel plates and cause the entire 
veesel to vanish in vapor. What is this but 
the deadly heat rays of the Martians, as de- 
scribed by Mr. Wells in his “ War of the 
Worlds"? It will be remembered that noth- 
ing could avail against this tremendous 
weapon. The mere touch of the heat rays 
caused forests literally to explode and anni- 
hilated regiments and batteries. The Mar- 
tians, owing to their brief stay on earth, did 
not have time to patent this invention here, 
and Sig. Marconi’ has now discovered ex- 
actly how the heat rays were managed and 
proposes to place them at the disposal! of the 
Italian navy. 

Of course, this will render the Italians in- 
vincible both on sea and land unless Mar- 
coni’s secret becomes public property. All 
other navies except the Italian will be an- 
nihilated, and an Italian army furnished 
with Marconi’s machines will be able to 
march from the Atlantic to the Pacific, con- 
quering the entire world and making resist- 
ance impossible. 

Now, if this be true, it is the work of Mr. 
Wells. If he had not written the “ War of 
the Worlds "” Marconi would doubtless never 
have thought of inventing his method of 
utilizing heat rays. The wreck of the naval 
supremacy of England will therefore prove 
to be the work of Mr. Wells, and it is to Be 
hoped that he will be satisfied when he sees 
what he has done. 

This is what comes of inventing things in 
romances. Mr. Wells, being a man of vivid 
imagination, invents his heat rays, and 
straightway Marooni makes them a reality. 


The Publishers’ Circular has just pub- 
Mahed a classified statement of the books 
issued in England during the year 1902. 
From this it appears tliat more works of 
fiction, more books dealing with theology 
and with science, and more volumes of 
minor poetry were published in 1902 than 
in the preceding year, while volumes of es- 
says and belles lettres showed a decided 
falling off. The curious thing about these 
statistics is that while fiction has grown 


.| in popular favor, the same ia true of the- 


ology. This reminds me of a man whom 
I once knew, whose longing was to possess 
the entire works of Balzac and of Cardinal 
Newman. He evidently had the same love 
of romance and theology that the Britis} 
public manifested last year. That sclénce 
and fiction should both gain in pdpularity 
is not so strange, for science and romance 
are growing more and more like one anothe,. 


‘The chief difference between them s@mes- 


to be that fiction is nowadays much more 
probable than science. The increase in the 
number of volumes of minor poetry is ex- 
plicable when we remember that lunacy is 
steadily increasing in England, and it prob- 
ably needs mo other explanation. 


The duke of Abruzzi recently published 
in Italy an account of his arctic explorations, 
with the modest and appropriate title of 
“The Pole Star in the Arctic Sea."’ The 
book has just been published in England, 
but the title reads “ Farther North than 
Nansen.” This is, of course, the work of 
the Engtish publisher. The duke, if he is 
anything like the other members of the 
house of Savoy—and nobody has had any 
reasen to suppose that he is not—must be 
utterly disgusted at this caddish title. One 
would suppose from the title that the duke’s 
aole object in writing the book was to dis- 
credit Nansen, whereas as a matter of fact 
he has the highest admiration for Nansen. 
The growtng practice among publishers 
of changing, either with or without the con- 
sent of authors, titles of books which are 
placed or come into their hands, ought to 
be severely condemned. In the case of an 
Engligh book which is pirated in America 
the author of course cannot help himself, 
but in many other cases the author is in- 
a@uced by the persistent representations of 
his publisher to change the title of his book 
if tt is republished in any foreign country. 
Thue dozens of Engtish books which have 
been republished in America have changed 
théir titles because the American publishers 
did not like the original titles. The” Nigger 
of Narcissus,” which was precisely the right 
title for Mr. Conrad's book was baptized In 
with the commonplace title of 
“Children of the Sea,"’ and this, though a 
particularly flagrant case, was only one of 
many. I myseif once weakly yielded to the 
representations of a publisher and aban- 
doned an excellent title for one which wae 
enough to kill any book, and promptly did ite 
@eadiy work on mine. The duke of the 
Abruzzi probably will be held responsible for 
the objectionable title under which his book 
js published in England, but even if he was 
consulted and consented to the change of the 
title he probably was unable to hinder the 
publisher from making the change. 


By the bye, why should not the titles of

books be so regulated as to give the world 
some clear idea of the clase to which they 
belong? The other day, having cecasion to 
consult a work on archeology, I found in 
the catalogue of a library the title of a 
book which I at once saw must be just the 
book I wanted. I sent fer it, and when it 
arrived I found that it was a goody goody 
Sunday school story for girls. I then un- 
derstood the feelings of the sheep raiser 
who sent for a copy of Ruskin's “ Sheep- 
folde,” expecting to find it useful in his 
business. Tt ought not to be beyond the 
capacity of man to invent some plan by 
which we should know at a glance to what 
department of literature any book bBe- © 
longed without reading more than the title 
of it. Suppose, for example, that all nov- 
ela should be compelled to have titles be- 
ginning with “A,” and that no other books 
should be permitted to begin their tities 
with that letter. We should then never 
mistake a work, or 
a theological work for a.novel. Something ~ 
of the sort ought to be done, for nothing 
ie more vexatious than to trust to a title 
and find when it is too late that you have 
been deluded into buying a child’s Sunday 
school book instead of a book on archaeology,

GOOD WORK ON JAPAN, 
Miss Hartehorne’s Book Both Instructs 
and Interests. 

Nearly every one now either goes to Japan 
or expects to go. There is no lack of books 
on the country, but most of them deal with 
the subject from points of view which do not 
interest or help the tourist who has but a 
limited time in which to see the country, and 
to whom a knowledge of many things in the 
books is useless. Anna C. Hartshorne has 
written of Japan in two handsome volumes 
(Henry T. Coates & Co.) in a way which no 
one can resist. Whether you expect ever to 


see Sai Nippon or not, the books must inter- 
est you. Her work is not that of the per- 


functory writer who makes a hasty tour of 
the country and then writes in a superficial 
way concerning it. Nor, on the other hand, 


does she go into long and obscure recitals of 


ancient higtory and the interminable ac- 
counts of the castes and wars of the country. 

But what a traveler or a travel reader 
would most wish to know will be found. 


The cities, the means of transportation, the 
streets, the markets, temples, show places, 


the scenery, are all described. Incidentally 
the author gives you just so much of the 
past history as is necessary to explain the 
points she is trying to make and to show 
why certain things are so. The. most in- 
teresting and valuable parts of her book, 
however, are thoge which take us into the 
intimacy of the Japamese household, or which 
nakes us acquainted with the interior of the 
nns. with aH their quaint customs and 
etiquette. 

Miss Hartshorne has not only read every- 
thing there is to read on Japan, but she lived 
fhere long enough to get at, so far as a Cau- 
casian can get at, the oriental points of view. 
Without being carried away by the fascina- 
tion of the new race and the new civiliza- 
tion, as were Hearn and Menpes, she is dis- 
posed to look at the Japanese with proper 
admiration and an appreciative sympathy 
that is mot biind to their faults and short- 
comings. 

The work is full of hints the following of 
which will render travel and understanding 
of Japanese ways far easier than would be 
the case otherwise. But although so valuable 
in this way, it is unjust to consider it as a 
gu‘de book, for Miss Hartshorne has done 
her work with no small amount of literary 
art, and into her narrative she has dropped 
quaint and beautiful folk stories and legends 


| to illustrate the associations or places she is 


describing. 
The books are bound in scarjet and deco- 
rated with golden storks. The illustrations, 


which are many, are photogravures, 
there is‘a map. 


Japan and Its Commerce. 
Yetaro Kinosita has contributed to 
bian university studies in history, 
public law, ‘* The Past and Present of Japaneses 
Commerce.”’ Beginning with the finance and 
economy of the primitive Japanese, he deals then 
with Japan’s most natural intercourse with Corea 
and China, and the commerce in the middle ages. 
The beginnings of Buropean trade are handled in 
an interesting chapter, the author showing a 
therough knowledge of the economic conditions of 
Europe from the sixteenth to the eightesnth 
century. The development and theory of mer- 
eantilism and the rival commercial interests of 
the east are also dwelt upon at length. The era 
of Spanish, Portuguese, and Dutch commerce, the 
exclusive and inclusive policy of Japanese trade, 
the causes of the restoration of 1868 and its eco- 
nomic effects, the development of transportation 
and communication, the fiscal and monetary sys- 
tems, and the era of free trade and industrial re- 
valuation all have their piace in the thesis. The 


"concluding portion is devoted to the protection of 


young industries and Japan's commercial attitude.

** Roses for English Gardens,’’ a book at once 
beautiful and instructive, is by such past masters

It is almost poverty stricken as 
to the drama, Mut it has some poetry, which 
Mr. Millar sees fit to mention at considera- 
ble length. The towering figure which over- 
shadows all others is, of course, that of Vol- 
taire, who excelled his contemporaries in 
the treatment of philosophy, thtology, stage 
production, and the writing of the novel of 
that time. He had influence in England, too, 
‘and was influenced himself by English writ- 
ers during his stay in London, where he first 
became acquainted with Shakspeare 5 plays 
and ‘made his celebrated attempt to jptro- 
duce them into France, with what eens 
Prof. Lounsbury has. told volume re- 
ntly reviewed In these coiu 
| are Millar appears to think that there 
was no literature of note in Burope during 
this period outside of what was produced in 
France and England, for he crowds all men- 
tion of that from other countries into a few 
pages at the end of his volume under the 
heat, The Rest of Europe.’ 

Mr. Millar’s handling of Diderot and the 
encyclopedists, as well as the way he treats 
the philosophers, theologians, and doctrin- 
aires of the same period in England ts ex- 
haustive and adequate. It was essentially a 
time of controversy, and the work of D’Al- 
embert, Helvetius, Buffon, Montesquieu,

Condillac, Condorcet, Warburton, and 
Griman is exploited by the author in a most 
instructive and just manner. Of Voltaire

in sacred and profane history, but he also 
disbelieved any facts of science which 
seemed to' him a priori incredible. Thus he 
rejected as absurd the notion that the sea 
could have played an important part in the 
formation of the dry land. As for shelis 
being found among the Aips, the idea was 
preposterous, unless the shells had been 
dropped there by passing pilgrims. Geology, 
in short, was little better than aichemy.” 

He thinks the “ Philosophical Tales ” the 
best thing Voltaire did. 


“These tales, allegories, parables, apo- 
logues—call themtwhat you will—transport us, 
as it were, into the atmosphere of Galiand's 
‘Arabian Nights,’ highly rarefied and im- 
pregnated with a delicate aroma of ex- 
travaganza. The vague and mysterious 
splendor of foreign lands forms a happy set- 
ting for characters who do not profess to be 
like ordinary human beings, except in their 
failings, and whose actions do not pretend 
to be regulated by normal principles. The 
far fetched coincidences of romanceare bur- 
lesqued with a master hand, and every line 
gleams with a polished and searching wit. 
All these stories were written for a purpose, 
but Voltaire never commits the blinder of 
being too much in earnest, except in L’In- 
génu (1767), where the spell of illusion is 
partially dissolved by the introduction of 
something too closely resembling real life.” 

Of the author of the “ Spirit of Lawg”’ he 
says that he “ was the first inquirer to at- 
tach their due importance to physical and 
economical conditions as factors in the sum 
of individual or national chafacter; and he 
was well laughed at for a paradox which 
has since become a truism. Yet he wae no 
uphokier of the view that man is destitute 
of initiative, and is the sport of inexorable 
causes, themselves the inevitable effedt of 
the particular group of causes which happen 
to be in operation at the moment when the 
universe came into being. Such a view he 
thought equivalent to ousting the conception 
of law from cosmology. Laws, in his sense, 
are ‘ the necessary relations which flow from 
the nature of things;’ and the laws appro- 
priate to man, who is an intelligent being, 
postulate in him intelligence.”’ 
Concerning English fiction, Mr. Millar 
agrees with De Musset in calling “ Clarissa ” 
the first romance of t:e world. He thinks 
as do most readers, that “Tom Jones" is 
Fielding’s greatest book, and that its chief 
character is Squire Western. 


> 

“ There are no contemporary authors whose 
style produces so exquisite a senee of pleas- 
ure or tempts so strongly to a leisurely pe- 
feal. Fielding was not far wrong in recom- 
mending his readers to go slowly, for to read 
him in a hurry is necessarily to mise some 
of his choicest beauties. He is masculine 
and vigorous without being coarse; smooth 
and polished without being mannered or af- 
fected; racy and idiomatic without being 
colloquial or viligar. Predominating over all 
is the indefinable note of the scholar and 
the gentleman, which is necessarily wanting 
in Richardson, as it is wanting fn Defoe.”’ 

He appreciates Smollett, but cannot forget 
the ungrateful and disagreeable characteris- 
tics of his personality. ‘‘ The Vicar of Wake- 
field ’’ is invaluable as a picture of life. Sterne 
he has little praise for either in matter or 
style. Even Sterne’s indecency is spoken 
of as the “ sniggering and furtive kind.”’ 
The plays of Sheridan and Goldsmith and 
the dramas which preceded them are dealt 
with with discriminating criticism. 
He has a great deal to say, too much, it 
seTms to us, concerning Gray, ThothpSon, 
Collins, Young, and the other didactic poets 
of the périod. The work of these men is only 
relatively important, because, dull as they 
were, they represented the only poetry of 
which Englarsd could boast at this time. 
Mr. Millar differs from some critics in his 
estimates of Walpole and Chesterfield, from 
both of whom, he believes, miich can be 
learned. 


THE DEEPS OF DELIVERANCE, 


This is another of the books concerning 

which the reader wonders why it should have 
been written, and why, having been written 
and printed in the Dutch—!n amy foreign 
language—it should have been translated for 
the depression of non-Hollandish thinkers. 
To devote 364 pages to the dreary repetition 
of the world ol, world wide lesson that the 
wages of sin is death, and that wrong 
doing in the end brings misery, seems a sad 
waste of patient, painstaking effort. The 
book is materialistic in the extreme also, 
and even its loving though half unconscious 
recognition of the beauty of nature—which 
constitutes almost the only human touch 
in the entire volume—fails to mitigate the 
dingy impression left by this dreary tale. 
The heroine, Hedwig Marga de Fontayne, 
who is described as “a Dutch woman,” but 
who “had the blood of alien dhcestors in 
her veins,’’ and who “ was born about the 
middie of the nineteenth century, and grew 
up in a provincial town of Holland” docs 
leave the bad lands behind her finally, it is 
true; but she knows not this belated salva- 
tion until she has ruined not only her own 
but also the lives of several other people, 
and she does not attain the “ deeps of de- 
liverance.’’ before she has known wretched- 
ness and degradation of every possible kind, 
variety, and order, while she dies—her real 
life long since over—“ in her thirty-third 
year.” 
_ The story is described as a “ study of the 
inner life, a tragedy of temperament and 
circumstance,” and is supposed to “ appeal 
to the growing clase of readers who folow 
the higher tendencies of modern fiction.” 
But healthy, wholesome minds and souls 
will believe the tragedy to lie in the intellect 
that could conceive so depressing, dull col- 
ored a novel, and will turn from the book 
with disgust. (G. P. Putnam’s Sons.)

CHICAGO ORCHESTRA CONCERT. |

It was a program of more than usual 
est and enjoyabieness the Chicago Orchestra 
offered its patrons at the public rehearsal in 
the Auditorium yesterday afternoon—a pro- 
gram in which novelty was agreeably paired 
with the familiar and long established. 

A soloist, who was a newcomér, 
report had declared ef high abilities, added 
the zest of curiosity to the pleasant anticipa- 
tions the list of selections awakened, and as 
both this soloist and the program proved all 
that had been expected, the realizations of 
the afternoon left no room for anything other 
than satisfaction and congratulation. 

The audience was again of encouragingly 
large proportions, and it was with a spirit 
of appreciation and enthusiasm the work of 
the orchestra was received. Mme. Kirkby 
Lunn, the English contralto, was the soloist. 
The list of compositions read as follows: 
Coronation march (new)..... Saint-Saéne 
Symphony No. 2, C major, opus. 61....Schumann

Of the three selections marked “ new;* the 
Saint-Saéns and the Ritter proved most en- 
joyable. The French composer's niarch, 
which he supplied for the coronation of Eng- 
land's king, is less pompous than had been 
expected. There is lacking in it nothing of 
brilliancy, but its spirit is one of majestic dig- 
nity rather than of showiness and display. 

The majority of coronation marches have 
in them a spectacular quality suggestive 
strongly of the glitter and tinse! o! the thea- 
ter, and, while possibly the actual -eremony 
of crowning a monarch ts not entirely devoid 
of this element of show, it is nevertheless 
an occurrence not wanting also in its ele- 
ments of seriousness and impresasiveness. end 
it is pleasant to note that Saint-Safns has 
chosen this phase rather than the pomp and 
splendor, as the feature best suited to musical 
illustration. 

He has taken an English melody of the 
sixteenth century as the basic theme for 
the trio of the march, and as this theme 
plays a prominent part in the work as a 
whole, and as the material employed in the 
other portions is of a character in keeping 
with this, the march has about it something

velopment being scholarly and effective, the 
impression created is one of attractiveness 
and worth. Itisa “work of occasion” 
destined, it would seem, to know a more pro- 
longed life than do the majority of its kind. 

The Ritter waltz is clever from a pictorial 
viewpoint more, than’ from a purely musical. 
It is a waltz of desperation, of a tragedy 
concealed but partially under a veil of gay- 
ety, and regarded as a musical picturing of 
such conditions is successful beyond the 
average. The waltz is constantly in evi- 
dence, but it is always only on the surface— 
beneath it is tragic grief, desperation, and 
terror. 

It is not a cheerful or cheering piece of 
music—its unrest and the disturbed rhythms 
of the music under the waltz, if the ex- 
pression may be used, leave the listener 
in an uncertain, uneasy mental mood not 
altogether pleasant, and certainly not usual 
after hearing a waltz. But this effect only 
serves to prove that the composer has done 


cessfully the tragedy he selected for illus- 
tration. It is a composition a rehearing of 
which would be welcomed. 


The D’Albert “ Kain” Prelude has as its 
motto some blank verse beginning “ Wozu 
ward ich?’ After listening to the compo- 
sition this question of “ For what purpose 
was I made?’ seemed péculiarly applicable 
to the prelude itself. It may be 
musical tragedy Mr. D’Albert has set sto 
music would help to make clear the dra- 
matic significance and import of this in- 
strumental work, but that it could lend it 
the semblance of music that is sane and 
vital, not to mention beautiful, is not be- 
lieved. 

It is about as ugly a piece of manufactured 
cacophony as f{t has been our privilege to 
hear this season. There is absolutely noth- 
ing in it that speaks of musical invention. 
The motives are merely a succession of 
awkward intervals, and the manner in which 
they are combined, while it may tell of a 
certain skill in finding. out the most dis- 
tressing way in which to put them together. 
certainly does not prove that the result is 
music. 

The Schumann symphony fs not one of the 
most attractive of the set the gifted Robert 
left the world, neither the first nor the last 
movement being among the ablest of his 
creations. But the scherzo Is of exceptional 
brightness and charm and the adagio is o” 
surpassing poetic beauty and nobility. These 
two movements entitle the symphony to an 
enduring place in the affecetion of music 
lovers, and the potency that Iles In them 
failed not to make itself felt by all who 
listened to the finely finished and delight- 
fully appreciative interpretation accorded 
by Mr. Thomas and his men. 

The Strauss “ Fire Famine " excetpt is not 
among the most effective of its author's 
works, its scenic character making it some- 
what unintelligible as a concert selection. 
It was played with admirable attention to 
tonal coloring and shading yesterday, and 
the opportunity of again hearing it was by 
no means unwelcome. 


Mme. Lunn is the possessor of a voice 
which in range, quality, and volume recalls 
that of Mme. Schumann Heink. It is unde- 
niably a notable voice, and barring a throati- 
ness in the middle register and an occasional 
tendency to coarsen the low tones in order to 


tural beauty and size of the voice is such 
that these faults of production are not so 
noticeable as they otherwise would be, and 
as Mme. Lunn sings with much of artistic 
taste, a goodly amount of temperament, and 
enjoyable appreciation of the poetic and dra- 
matic import of the music in hand, her work 
is in a high degree pleasure giving. 

The Dvorak selection is not an especially 
grateful concert number, but was given with 
finish and full understanding of its style. 
The Elgar song cycle is especially admirable 
for the orchestral accompaniment the com- 
poser has supplied. The voice part is skill- 
fully and effectively written and contains 
much of beauty, but it is in the finely bal- 
anced, delicately shaded, and neatly illustra- 
tive orchestral score that new proof of EIl- 
gar’s eminence as a composer fs to be found. 
The cycle is difficult for both singer and in- 
strumentalists, but yesterday both Mme, 
Lunn and the orchestra under Mr. Stock’s 
able leadership worked together successfully 
for an admirably, complete performance of 
the new and interesting work. 

Especially beautiful are the two more lyric- 
al numbers, “In Haven” and “ Where 
Corals Lie,”’ and effective in its dramatic in- 
tensity is “ The Swimmer.”
